90. Plaintiff VICTOR J. CAMPOS hereby restates, reiterates and realleges each and every 
allegation contained in paragraphs 1 through 89 with the .same power and force as if fully stated at 
length below. 

91. In engaging in the conduct described, falsely arresting, falsely imprisoning, and 
harassing plaintiff, VICTOR J. CAMPOS, defendants, THE CITY OF NEW YORK and NEW 
YORK CITY POLICE DEPARTMENT, deprived plaintiff of his civil rights pursuant to Title 42

WHERF.FORR, as on the foregoing Causes of actions, plaintiffs demand judgment against the 
defendants, severally and jointly, in an amount which exceeds the jurisdictional limits of all lower 
Courts, together with attorney fees pursuant to 42 U.S.C.A. § 1988, the costs and disbursements of 
this action, and such other and further relief as the courts deems just and proper.
